REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


In presenting my report to the town, it affords me great pleasure 
to say that the school year has been one of. general prosperity. 
A good corps of teachers has been employed who have worked 
with energy and skill. There bas been an unusually large 
number of inexperienced teachers, nearly all of whom succeed- 
ed well, and in the years to come, some of them will secure to 
themselves distinction. All the schools were visited by -the 
committee twice or more each term, and at the close of each 
term, a public examination was had, which, in most of the 
districts, was attended by more or less of the citizens of the 
district. In some districts large numbers witnessed the exam- 
ination, adding much to the interest of the occasion. 

The Jast legislature passed a law that physiology with spe- 
cial reference to ‘‘ the effects of alcoholic drinks, stimulants and 
narcotics upon the human system” be made one of the studies 
of the town schools, and that teachers be examined in that 
science. 

Your committee took a good deal of pains to select a Hoa 
adapted to our schools, and prepared with reference to the above 
law. I have made an effort to have this important study 
more generally pursued than has heretofore been done, urging 
the more advanced scholars to study it, and asking the teachers 
to teach the general principles of the science orally to the en- 
tire school; but more especially the items emphasized in the 
new law, having reference to the effects of the alcoholic drinks 
and narcotics. 
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Some teachers were not prepared to awaken an interest in 
the study, while others succeeded well, and at the close of the 
terms, the examination in this new study added much to the 
interest. 

If the young people can be taught the scientific facts con- 
cerning these poisons, it is to be hoped that their good sense 
will lead them to abstain from the use of them. 


DISTRICT No. 1. 


WILLIAM PATTEN, Prudential Committee. 


Mrs. Alice A. Smith taught the first term. She brought to 
the school a ripe experience which aided her much in her work. 
Her manner is very quiet and gentle, but the discipline was 
_ good, and the examination was highly satisfactory to the com- 
mittee and to the many visitors present. 

The second term was taught by Mr. Charles K. Jenness of 
Epping, a fine scholar, and one thoroughly in earnest to do - 
good work and aid his pupils. He secured the esteem of both — 
parents and scholars, and the schoo] at the close showed-good 
improvement and thorough discipline. 

Mr. Patten makes a model prudential committee. He had 
the school-room put in good repair for the opening of the 
school. If other cornmittees only knew how much a iittle 
whitewash will improve a school-room, we think they would 
make a free application of it. 


DISTRICT No. 2. ; 
JouHn S. Parren, Prudential Committee. 


Miss Mary L. Brown, an experienced and efficient teacher, 
was employed for both terms, and did good work for the school. 
She had a large class in physiology that made commendable 
progress. The examination at the close of the last term showed 
that all the classes had improved their time well. 


DISTRICT No. 3. 
Asa S. Dutton, Prudential Committee. 
Both terms were taught by Miss Jennie A. Palmer, one of 


our most enthusiastic teachers. No report of her school can do 
justice to her as a teacher. To appreciate her genius in teach- 
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ing, one must see her in the school-room. As a teacher she is 
second to none in town. A large number were present at both 
examinations and were greatly pleased with the appearance of 
the school. At the close of the last term the pupils manifested 
their appreciation of her work by presenting her with a valua- 
ble present. 


DISTRICT No. 4. 
J. W. Pratstep, Prudential Committee. 


First term taught by Miss Susie A. Cate. The general ap- 
pearance of her school was very good and the advancement 
quite satisfactory, especially in physiology and botany. 

Miss Nellie M. Emerson, a resident of the district, taught 
the fall term, doing very good work indeed. Strong rules of 
government were found necessary in some cases,which the firm- 
ness of the teacher enforced very fairly. Her energy in work was 
manifest in the amount of work done, and an evident thorough- 
ness in each department of work. Some of the geography 
classes did very finely. At the examination, the school-room 
was full of visitors which bespoke the interest they felt in the 
school and in the teacher. Her scholars, as a token of appre- 
ciation, made her a handsome present at the close of the | 
exercises. 


DISTRICT No. 6. 
ANpkEw J. FIFIELD, Prudential Committee. 


Mrs. Julia A. Eaton, a teacher of large experience, and one 
that loves the school-room and seems perfectly at ease in the 
midst of her pupils, taught both terms with very good results. 
The examination was as good as the average and in some 
respects was excellent. With such a large number of scholars 
much was to be expected, and I think all present were satisfied 
with the appearance of the school.

The first term was taught by Miss Bessie U. Truel, who did 
very efficient work for so short a term,—four weeks. 

Miss Clara L. Brown, a graduate of Gilmanton Academy,

Miss Carrie I. Gon- 
zales,a graduate of the Manchester high school, thoroughly 
systematized the school, and in that way laid the foundation for 
success in teaching the school. The progress of the school was 
good, the presence of the teacher agreeable and the general 
appearance of the school satisfactory. 

Miss Vesta G. Fowler, a graduate of Pembroke Academy, a 
thorough scholar and a refined lady, took the school where the 
former teacher left it and carried out the system of order, and 
with her executive powers added, her term of school was a 
very successful one indeed. Her school excelled in the exami- 
nation in oral work, particularly in physiology and the science 
of government. Either of these teachers will do credit to any 
town school, and it is to be hoped that our prudential commit- 
tees will try to secure their valuable services in the future.
